items regarding the railroad assessment 
"Colorado has a little over 1,218 miles o 
railroad, of which 758.16 is brpad gauge 
and 460 44 narrow gauge. This is an in- 
crease of nearly 175 miles within one 
year. The value of the railroad property 
is placed by the board at $7,6137,457.63 
an increase over th« assessment of 1878 of 
$2,712,382.81. To get this increase the 
board raised the assessments from 11,200 
to $2,uuu per mile over that of 1878.

wai done in order to bring railroad prop- 
erty upon an equality with other property 
in the st'le under the proposed advance 
of general assessments all over the state 
as arranged at the assessors' convention." 
The ass»«?ment for El Paso county is 49 
miles of road valued at $292,275.75.
